Dr. Jacoby of Centerville waa on the 


stand all day yesterday in the Blumo 
caae, while the lawyers dissected him 
loch by inch as to hia knowledge of tbe 
wounds which caused the death of A. 3. 
HaflkinB. 


From the nature of the queitiona asked 


by Mr. Jacobs for the defendant it would 
appear that oiie of the lines of the de- 
feooo will bo tbat the deceased met hia 
death by reason of untkillful medical 
treatment. 


From about tbe eighteenth day after re- 


ceiving the injury up to the Saturday be- 
fore h.e died there were times when it 
was difficult for the witness to distin- 
guish whether tho deceased was rational 
or irrational. After the Saturday meti- 
tioned he used to doze more aud ap- 
peared to be getting stupid. 


The witness never told Haikina during 


the entire-period of his sickness, at any 
time, tbat he was going to die and no- 
body elee did. Two days before the 
death of the deceased, and about twenty- 
three or twenty-four daya after receiving 
the injunee, tue witness and Dr. Spono- 
gle trephined the skull. It was a BUC- 
ceeeful operation BO far aa getting out the 
bone waa concerned. It did not, how- 
ever, hasten tho patient's death. The 
operation could have been performed 
earlier, but the witness did not think it 
was necessary. In cases of frautnrod 
bones there in usually an exudation of 
matter about tbe ninth day, but the wit- 
pesa did not know whether that o curred 
in Huskins' case or not. He admitted 
that ihis was the first case of fractured 
skull that he bad ever treated. 


He did not know at first that the ekull 


of the deceased was pressing on the 
brain, because tho symptoms were ab- 
sent. Whenever a bone presses upon 
Lho brain the patient remains continu- 
ously in a comatose state until tbe press- 
ure is removed, 


"So far as your experience goes if this 


wound bad been trepanned the ninth 
day the putiont mipht have lived, might 
he not?" aeked Mr. Jucobs. 


"He might," was the reply. 
Tho doctor was examined at great 


length regarding his knowledge ol sur- 
gery aud wan questioned as to the vari- 
ous classifications of wounds as made by 
tho various standard medical authorities. 
The witness said that the wound in- 
flicted by a pietol bullet was apunotared 
wound. If tbo bullet went sideways nnd 
tore out any of the flesh it would ha a 
lacerated wound. Gunshot wounds were 
a fiubaivision of punctured wounds. 
Some authors mako them as a separate 
division, but that ia not a correct classi- 
fication.

BEHIND PRISON BARS. 


WHAT MAY BE SEEN IN ANY GREAT 


HOME OF CRIMINALS. 


A Visit to Slag Slur, Now Yurk 8tat«'i 


famous Kccuiituulo fur CunvlcU—The 
FrlBoii Odor—The Ai>i>arciit Lack of 
Strength Iu Vlnlblu Government. 


A prison iiiterior lias u strauge, mor- 


bid fusciuatiou for tho average freeman. 
There is such n, general atmosphere of 
weird unreality about it all, accentuated 
by the fiteriic&t realities of au iron disci- 
pline. 
From tho burly, hard faced 


guard, who leans upon his shining Win- 
chester in tho sentry box on tho walls, 
to tbe pale consumptive murderer, whoso 
hacking cough is tho only sound that 
breaks tho stillness of tho prison hos- 
pital, everybody and tiling is strangely 
different from tho outer world. Hun- 
dreds of silent, striped suited convicts 
bonding over their workbenches, walk- 
ing about the yard with arms folded or 
marching in locltslep with eyes averted 
surround tho visitor on every side. 


There is a peculiar odor born both by 


the prison apartments and by tho prison 
inmates which is as marked and dis- 
tinctive as tho odor of tho hospital or of 
tho steerage. It tolls of a lifo of torpid- 
ity, barren of sunshine and of change. 
It tells of utensils and cells made utnlo 
and foul with constant usage in spito of 
endless scrubbing and rinsing. 
Tho 


prison is ono great hive of yellow, close 
cropped, hangdog looking humanity, 
speaking to then: keepers or to their 
companion laborers at rare intervals and 
in subdued tones, but possessed of some 
secret freemasonry nnd means of com- 
munication with ono another and with 
tho outside world that baffles tho most 
rigid discipline and searching inouisi- 
tion. 


The thing that strikes tho visitor from 


tlie outer world most is tho apparent 
weakness of the goveruiug power. A 
hundred convicts iirtned with knives two 
feet long and sharp as razors are cutting 
out great piles of clothing in a room 
guarded by lutlf a dozen apparently un- 
armed keepers. Another company of 
surlyiualefactors are plying tho hammer 
and chisel in a stone yard, mingling with 
a handful of guards whoso skulls could 
be split in five seconds after tho giving of 
u preconcerted signal.
